Mrs. H. S. Covington Fires 


Five Times At Stranger, 


: Who Invades Her Room 


At Early Hour. 


The local police are searching for 


an unidentified negro, who early this 
morning entered the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. S. Covington, 164 West Main 
street, and escaped after being fired 
upon several times by Mrs. Coving- 
ton. No arrest had been made early 
this afternoon, although the police are 
continuing their efforts to capture the 
negro, but. have only a vague descrip- 
tion of him. 
It was one of the boldest undertak- 
ings which have occurred for some 
time in Danville. Mr. Covington left 
the house for his work at about 5; 10 
o'clock and had been gone but about 
10 minutes when the strange negro 
made his appearance in the house. 
When Mr. Covington left, he failed to 
lock the front door, thinking it would 
be safe so near daylight. Mrs. Cov- 
ington was lying in bed with her in- 
fant, she said this morning, when she 
heard the door open, but thought that 
her hut-band had returned for some- 
thing which he had forgotten. 
The 


man in opening the front door, pushed 
it against the baby carriage and madi: 
a considerable noise. The door to 
Mrs. Covington eaid that she was not 
e dslowly and the man entered. Still 
believing that it was her husband. 
Mrs. Covingto ns.-ud.that she was not 
alarmed, and 'lid not even look to see 
who it was. The- man stumbled over 
a rocking chair but in a moment was 
at the foot of the beet, in which were 
lying Mrs. Covinston and her baby. ! 
Mrs. Covington said she was still un- j 
der the belief that it was her husband 
and was not alarmed until she caught 
sight of the dim figure in the dark 
room and noticed that he was much 
lower than Mr. Covington and wore a 
cap. The reflection of the street lights 
in the room enabled Mrs. Covington to 
see readily that a stranger was in the 
room. 
She screamed and excitedly 


toid the negro to got out or she would 
shoot. 
It was tiien that the negro 


hurriedly left the room.' falling over 
chairs and other furniture. 
By this time Mrs. Covington had 


procured a pistol beside- the bed and 
went to the door and fired five times at 
the n^gro as he lan through the hall- 
v.-uv and into the street. None of the 
shots found their mark so far as 
kr.owr. but if the negro was struck by 
a bullet it was not in a vital spot, for 
her continued his race through the 
varu. down the street and disappeared 
iriio mi allevwav about 
100 yards 
r.owr the street leading to Brucetown, 


a colored settlement back of West 
Main street. 
Mrs. Covington called her husband 
at his place of employment and re- 
quested that he come home at once as 
a negro had broken into the house but 
she had run him away by shooting at 
him. 


The police department was notified 
of the occurrence and a vague de- 
scription of the negro given by Mrs. 
Covington. She said that he was a 
low, heavy built man and was' of a 
ginger cake color -and wore a cap. 
Mrs. Covington' stated this morning 
that she could identify him should he 
be captured and brought before her. 
Police Officer W. C. Talley was on 
duty at the time and was at West End. 
He said that he heard no shooting and 
knew nothing of the affair until some 
time later. 
However, this is some 
distance from the Covington home on 
West Main street. 
The negro was unusually bold in his 
venture. 
After causing considerable 
commotion by hitting the front door 
against the baby carriage and stumb- 
ling over a chair in the bed room, this 
did not frighten him away. 
A negro, somewhat resembling the 


description of the intruder in the 
Covington home, was taken into cus- 
tody this morning as a eusp_ect, but 
on being questioned closely" prove.} 
not to be the party sought. The po- 
lice were convinced that he was not 
the right one and he was released. 
The name of the negro arrested wa& 
not learned by the -police.

GATES. Pa., Feb. 2.—Twenty-five 


miners are known to have been killed 
In the explosion at the Gates mine of 
the N. C. Frlck Coal and Coke com- 
pany here early today, it was report- 
ed by coal company officials tonight, 
and there Is a possibility the num- 
ber of dead may reach 26. Thirty 
men were working in 
the 
section 
where the explosion occurred, four 
of whom escaped. The name of the 
miner unaccounted for is not known. 


Sixteen of the dead were taken to 


a. mortuary at Masontown 
tonight. 
Six bodies remained at tlje bottom of 
the ehaft awaiting the discovery of 
the three or four which remained 
buried under debris. 
Efforts 
wers 


being pushed under the direction of 
Pittsburgh officials of the coal com- 
pany to obtain these bodies tonight. 


The cause of the explosion which 


occurred a mile and a hclf back in 
the workings of- the plant has 
not 
been determined as all work has been 
bent toward rescue and recovering 
bodies of the miners. From the ap- 
pearance of the bodies -when found, 
it was indicated that death hrd been 
caused by asphyxiation. In many 
cases the bodies were covered by slate 
and coal-falls. 


A special train 
was kept 
under 
steam throughout the day to carry 
Injured to Brownsville if any of the 
miners were found alive. 
However, 


it was not called into uae until to- 
night when it removed ihe bodies of 
16 men to Masontown, nearby. 


Damage to the jnine has not been 
determined, * although it is believed 
it wil be small as the explosion affect- 
ed only one section.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2—The 10 
sues Involved In the Newberry case 
were echoed in the Senate, today as 
the two senators from Missouri.

versy he intended to keep close to

duce $100,000,000. ilr. Mellon esti-
